1 . (Currently amended) A sanding accessory frame for supporting a portable powered 
Sander with a movable abrasive sur£ice, the accessorv frame comprisitig: 

a sanding frame adaptable for supporting the sander durin g movement over a 
workpiece, the sanding frame including a base defining an opening, the sander 
supportable in the opening; and 

a leg selectively coimectable to the base for supporting the base in an 
orientation where the abrasive surface is exposed for access by a user. 

2. (Currently amended) A sanding accessory ^E^ame for supporting a portable powered 
sander with a movable abrasive surface, the accessorv fram e comprising: 

a sanding frame ad aptable for supporting th e sander durin g movement over a 
wQiicpiece. the sanding frame including a base having a first sur£ice and a second 
surfrice and the base lying substantially in a plane; and 

a leg selectively connectable to the base for supporting the base in an 
orientation wherein the plane of the base is one of substantially peipendicuhir to and 
planar parallel to the ground. 

3. (Currently amended) The sanding accessory fram e of Claim 2 frirther comprising a 
rod assembly pivotably connected to the base for movably supporting the sander* 

4. (Currently amended) The sanding accessorv fram e of Claim 3 further comprising a 
depth-of-cut adjustment mechanism cormected to the base and to the rod assembly for 
pivoting the rod assembly. 

5. (Currently amended) The sanding accessorv fram e of Claim 3 wherein ihe 
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pivotable rod assembly includes: 

a recess defined by the base; 

a bearing located m the recess and defining a boie; 

a pivot pin having a first end and a second end, the first end rotateably 
supported in die boie; 

a pivot arm having a first end and a second end, the first end connectisd to the 
second end of the pivot pin; and 

a rod connected to the second end of the pivot arm. 

6. (Currently amended) The sanding accessory fyo^ of Claim 4 wherein the rod is 
pivotable out of the plane of the base. 

7. (Currently amended) The sanding accessory #aitte of Claim 6 finHier including a 
spring for biasing the rod towards the plane of the base. 

8. (Currently amended) The sanding accessory feame of Claim 4 wherein the depth of 
cut mechanism includes: 

a yoke connected to tfic base and defining a bore; 

a treaded rod having a first end and a second end, and extending thniugh tlie 
bore of the yoke; 

a collar connected to the rod assembly and to the first end of the threaded rod; 

and 

a knob threadably engaged to the rod for drawing llie rod through the yoke 

9. (Currently amended) The sanding accessory frame of Claim 8 wherein the ilepth of 
cut mechanism further includes a spring coaxial with the threaded rod bet\^'een the 
collar and the yoke 

10- (Currently amended) Tlie sanding accessory fram e of Claim 2 further comprising 
a fence assembly connectable to the base. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) The sanding accessory fromo of Claim 1 0 wherein tlie fence 
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assembly includes a table angularly adjustable relative to the plane of the base. 

12. (Cuirently amended) The sanding accessory &^fie of Claim 10 wherein ihe fence 
assembly includes a guard piece locatable adjacent to the abrasive surface. 

13. (Original) A method for converting a sanding frame into a stand for a portable 
Sander with a movable abrasive surface, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing a sander frame and a leg 
mounting the sander to the frame 

attaching the leg to the sander frame so that the movable abrasive surface of 
Ihe sander is exposed for access. 

14. (Amended). A sanding accessory ftama for supporting a portable powered sander 
with a movable abrasive surfece, the accessory #a»ie comprising: 

a sanding firame adaptable for supporting the sander during movement over a 
workpiece. the sanding frame including a base defining an openitig, the sander 
supportable in the opening; and 

means for supporting the base in an orientation where the abrasive sur^ce is 
exposed for access by a user. 

15. (Previously presented), A sanding frame for supporting a portable powered sander 
with a movable abrasive surface, the sanding frame comprising: 

a base defining an opening, the sander being supportable in the opening, the 
sanding frame being operable in a first mode to orient the abrasive surface 
substantially parallel to the ground; and 

a leg separate from said base when said sanding frame is operable in said first 
mode, said sanding frame being operable in a second mode where said leg is coupled 
to said base to support the base in an orientation where the abrasive surfece is exposed 
for access by a user. 
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16. (Previously presented). The sanding frame of Claim 15 wherein said abrasive 
surface is oriented substantially perpendicular to the ground when said sanding frame 
is operable in said second mode. 

17. (Previously presented). A sanding frame for supporting a portable powered sander 
with a movable abrasive surface, the frame comprising: 

a base having a first substantially planar surface positioned in a first 
orientarion substantially parallel to the ground; and 

a leg selectively connected to the base for supporting the base in a second 
orientation wherein the first surface of the base is positioned substantially 
perpendicular to the ground. 

18. (Previously presented) The sanding frame of Gaim 17 fuither comprising a rod 
assembly pivotably connected to the base for movably supporting the sander. 

19. (Previously presented) The sanding frame of Claim 18 further comprising a 
depth-of-cut adjustment mechanism connected to the base and to the rod assembly for 
pivoting the rod assembly. 

20. (Amended) A sanding accessoT^ fram e for supporting a portable powered sander 
widi a movable abrasive surface, the accessory framo comprising: 

a sanding frame adaptable for supporting the sander during movement over a 
worlcpiece> the san ding frame including a base defining an opening, the sander 
supportable in the opening; and 

means for supporting the base in an orienlation where the abrasive surface is 
positioned substantially perpendicular to ±e ground. 

21. (Previously presented) A sanding frame for supporting a portable powered sander 
with a movable abrasive surfece, the sanding frame comprising: 

a base defining an opening, the sander being supportable in the opening, the 
sanding frame being operable in a first mode to support the sander for movement 
across a work surface; and 
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a leg separate from the base when said sanding frame is operable in rsaid liist 
mode, said leg being coupled to said sanding fiame when said sanding frame is 
operable in a second mode to support the sander at a predetermined location where the 
abrasive surface is exposed for access by a user. 

22. (Previously presented) The sanding frame of Claim 21 wherein the leg includes a 
portion adapted to contact the ground. 

23. (Previously presented) The sanding frame of Claim 21 wherein tfie sanding frame 
is operable in said second mode to resist movement of the sander relative to the 
ground. 

24. (Previously presented) A method for converting a sanding frame into a stmd fr>r a 
portable sander with a movable abrasive &ur&ce» the mediod comprising: 

providing a sander frame and a separate leg; 
mounting the sander to the fiam^ 

attaching the leg to the sander frame so that the movable abrasive surface of 
the sander is positioned substantially perpendicular to the ground. 

25. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 24 further including discocuiecting 
the leg from the frame and positioning the movable abrasive surface submntially 
parallel to the ground. 

26. (Previously presented) A metiiod for converting a sanding frame into a stiind for a 
portable sander with a movable abrasive surface^ the method comprising: 

providing a sander frame and a separate leg; 

mounting the sander to the sander frame to define a first assembly; 

operating the first assembly in a first mode by moving the first assembly 
relative to a work surface; 

attaching the leg to the first assembly to define a second assembly; 

operating tlie second assembly in a second mode by positioning thv- second 
assembly at a fixed location and moving a work piece relative to the second assembly. 
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27. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 26 fliither mcluding adjusting the 
position of die movable abrasive sui&ce relative to the sander frame. 

28. (Previously presented) The method of Claim 26 further including coupling a 
firame to the sander firame. 
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
